A party of prufc.-.^cr.^ and students 
from the I niversity of Kentucky and 
a number o; ainatenr scientists from 
I.cxinfeton. headed by Professor A. M. 
.Miller, of the Uep-.rtment of Geology, 
left Lexington Friday afternoon for 
Olympian Springs. Bnth county to 
make a plelliuinary s'lrvey of the fa- 
mous old salt lick there with a view to 
digging for bones of prehistoric ani- 
mals. 

Victor K. Dodge, who accompanied 
the university party to Wayne county 
the latte part of October, when a 
targe qoanUty ot apectmena were ob- 
tained, baa secured permission from 
the owner of the Olympian Springs 
hotel and other land owners in the 
neighborhood to dig on their lands. 

Protenor Miller said that th!^- trip 
was more in the nature ot a prelim- 
inary inTastlgatlon, hut that some dis- 
cing might be done if conditions are 
found to be favorable. It Is known 
that wild animals flocked to these 
springs in great nnmbfrs to lick the 
^alt earth. The deaths from animals 
of prey, hunters and other causes are 
thought to have cau.^ed an accumula 
tion of bono? that v.ouM nece^isitato 
their heins buried by the hurtan in- 
h.-bltai'.ts of the conntry at that time 
lYofes^or .Miller hones that masto- 
done bones may be found- at the salt 
lick. No extensive excavation has ever 
been done at these springs, but ,lt is 
known that numerous bones of ani 
mals that antedated the discovery of 
America have been found in that sec- 
tion, Profesaor Miller said. There are 
many interesting geological tonna 
tiona in that section that will be made 
an object ot study by the Inatmctors 
and atudents. The party will return 
to Lexington Sunday nii^t or Monday 
morning.
